Former Assistant Seeks the 
Nomination on Democratic 
Ticket for Suffolk County 
Office Against EK. P. Barry. 


CONTESTS LIVELY 


The entrance of ex-Aasistant District 
Attorney Felix W. McGettrick into the 
canvass for the Democratic nomination 
for district attorney of Suffolk county 
has aroused some interest in that con- 
test. With Councilor Edward P. Barry 
in the field as a candidate there is bound 
to be a sharp struggle for the nomina- 
tion. Neither aspirant, it is understood, 
pleases the party leaders, and a hint has 
been made that some of the leading 
Democratic lawyers ought to go after it. 
The trouble with that seems to be that 
many leading lawyers are making more 
money than they would receive as sal- 
ary from the office. 

The contest for the Democratic coun- 
cilor nomination in the third district 
will now be an active one. With Lau- 
rence H. Sullivan of Charlestown in the 
field, ex-Representative William F. Mur- 
ray will have to contend for his own 
home wards, and it is likely to be a 
warm struggle there, to say nothing of 
the rest of the district. 

The papers filed for the Democratic 
state convention delegates in Boston In- 
dicate that there is to be a stirring ef- 
fort on the part of the friends of Mayor 
John T, Coughlin of Fall River to carry 
the caucuses for him against ex-Senator 
James H. Vahey of Watertown. Mr. 
Vahey is strongly entrenched in the 
state, but is not so strong in Boston, and 
to lose this city would be a serious blow 
to his candidacy. 

Representative Ralph Devol of Taunton 
has finally decided to go into the sena- 
torial canvass in the first Bristol district. 
He asks all who think he has made an 
honest, sincere effort, through measures 
introduced and supported, to take a step 
forward to_support him for the nomina- 
tion. He has as opponents already in 
the field Senator William M. Dean of 
Taunton, who seeks a second term, and 
ex-Representative John L. Rankin of the 
same city. Senator Dean is not credited 
with making a very strenuous canvass, 
but Mr. Rankin has been several weeks 
in the field and is understood to have 
made much progress throughout the dis- 
trict. 

Ex-Alderman George Holden Tinkham 
of ward 11 is making a strong bid for 
the senatorial nomination in the fifth 
Suffolk senatorial district, where Sena- 
tor Charles D. B. Fisk is seeking a re- 
nomination. It is claimed that the nomi- 
nation belongs to ward 11, and Mr. Tink- 
ham is now the only Republican doing 
active work outside of Senator Fisk. Ex- 
Alderman Charles Smith has retired in 
favor of Mr. Tinkham, and the friends 
of Representative Myron E. Pierce are 
on the alert. Mr. Pierce is lingering on 
foreign shores, and his presence is needed 
to check the drift to Mr. Tinkham. Both 
are recognized as excellent men, as is 
Senator Fisk, but the latter is said to 
be practically out of the contest. 

There fs an interesting contest going 
on in ward 21, where Representative 
John ©. Rousmaniere and John Carr seek 
the Republican nomination for the 
House. They have against them Coun- 
cilman Hackett and one or two other 
candidates, but they are confident of 
success. 

Members of the Democratic and Re- 
publican city committees have usually 
been elected at the city electfon caucuses, 
but this year under the new charter they 
are to be elected at the state election 
cauc es Sept. 21. 

The decision of Congressman William 
C. Lovering of Taunton, representing the 
fourteenth district, not to be a candidate 
for a renomination in 1910 gives the 
aspirants for his place a fair notice to 
‘get to work, which will be actively 
sought. Mr. Lovering has held the of- 
fice since 1896, having been elected for 
seven successive times to two-year 
terms. 

For two or three vears the people of 
the district have been expecting a 
change, and there are several men likely 
to be found in the field as candidates 
next year, among them Senator Eben S. 
S. Keith of Bourne, George E. Keith of 
Brockton, Charles M. Robbins of the

TODAY VERY QUIEI 


Alderman Timilty First Gets 
Credentials Placed With 
Democratic City Committee 
for Ward 18 Contest. 


WORK BEGINS EARLY 


The filing of nomination papers today 
with the Republican and Democratic city 
committees was a much more quiet affair 
than it has been in some of the past 
years. 

‘hese papers are being filed for the 


nominations of representatives and 


senators, for district attorney of Suffolk 
county, for county and state delegates 
and for the Governor’s council. 

The Democratic committee hired a 


special room at 168 State street. A ser- 
geant and a squad of policemen were 
present to keep things in order. After 
the first five minutes the committee 
adjourned to its own quarters in the Old 
South Building. 

The eagerness to file the first papers 
grows out of the fact that the candi- 
dates represented on the first paper filed 
get the first place on the ticket. As 
there are separate tickets for each ward 
representing the ward or district there 
are several first places and this brings 
quite a crowd together representing the 
factions in the various wards. 

One of the greatest contests of the 
year arises in Ward 18. Alderman James 
P. Timilty representing what is called 
the regular ticket succeeded in filing the 
first paper in his district. The opposition 
ticket is headed by ex-Alderman Frank 
H. O’Toole. Councilman George Kenny 
and Thomas J, Fay, who were formerly 
of the Timilty faction have joined the 
O’Toole faction, for the reason that 
Thomas J. Fay is now a candidate in op. 
position to John J. Butler, who received 
the indorsement. This senatorial con- 
test is the chief matter of interest in 
this district. 

In the Senate. contest in ward 15 some 
one representing Senator Patrick O’Con- 
ner filed the first paper for the senator’s 
renomination. Councilman Thomas J. 
Joyce filed the first papers in the ward 
17 contest for control of the delegates to 
the convention. Councilman Joyce rep- 
resented the anti-James M. Curley fac- 
tion. The third set of papers as filed 
by John Doyle gives a first place on the 
ticket to Senator James H. Doyle. The 
Mellen-McDonald faction of ward 3 also 
got a first place. 

»»ssuam J. Donovan of Cambridge is 
in the race again for the second district 
nomination, despite his poor showing 
against Richard S. Teeling last year. 
There are also two other candidates, 
Representative J. Frank O’Brien and ex- 
Senator Monaghan. In the seventh dis- 
trict papers will be filed by Senator But- 
ler and by T. }. Murphy, who was de- 
feated by Butler last year; Representa. 
tive Driscoll, Representative Fay and 
J. J. Shea, Jr. In the eighth district 
papers will be filed by J. J. Cummings 
of ward 20 and R. P. Clarkson of ward 21. 

The filing of papers at the Republican 
headquarters at 6 Beacon street began 
at 6 o’clock and lasted about 15 minutes. 
Everything was very quiet. There were 
but two wards in which any opposition 
showed itself—wards 12 and 16. 

This does not mean that there will be 
no other opposition, as papers may be 
filed until next Wednesday. When a 
ward committee cannot get first place on 
the ticket, it considers getting a last 
place the next best, so opposition tickets 
may not appear until the last minute. 

Papers for the renomination of Senator 
W. Prentice Parker were filed within 
five minutes after the opening time.

Referring to his tour through the West 
last summer, when he had charge of the 
Taft campaign in nine states, Mr. Me- 
Harg said: 

“Nowhere out there did I hear a word 
of this awful menace—the water power 
trust. Not until the sensational state- 
ments emanated from Washington did 
the western people know that their 
birthright was being stolen and gathered 
into the avaricious girth of a hideous 
octopus.” 

When it was proposed to Mr. McHarg 


that possibly Mr. Roosevelt’s utterances | 


on conservation were made for the pur- 
pose of waking up the people so that 
they would take care of such things as 
water power and forests, he replied that 
possibly Mr. Roosevelt overestimated his 
powers. 

President Roosevelt’s special message 
of last January was, perhaps, the most 
outspoken prophecy of what he saw in 
the future of water power. 

“The people of the country,” he said, 
“are threatened by a monopoly far more 
powerful because in far closer touch with 
thew domestic and industrial life, than 
any known to our experience. A single 
generation will see the exhaustion of our 
natural resources of oil and gas and such 
a rise in the price of coal as will make 
the price of  electricity-transmitted 
water power a controlling factor in 
transportation, in manufacturing and in 
household lighting and heating.” 

This message was based upon a report 
from Corporations Commissioner Smith, 
a subordinate official of the department 
of commerce and labor, dealing with the 
subject of water power sites. 

When Mr. McHarg’s attention 
called to this fact he remarked: 

“I don’t care where it comes from. I 
am not speaking from an official stand- 
point, but from my personal observation.

Revived Today in Seattle 


SEATTLE, Wash. — The harmony 
which has marked the opening sessions 
of the national conservation congress 


was marred today by the Ballinger-Pin- | 


chot fight. The contest was precipitated 
when Charles H. Hanford, judge of the 
United States district court, announced 
that he would introduce a minority re- 
port of the committee on resolutions, in 
opposition to the Pinchot politics regard- 
ing water power sites. It was announced 
today that Secretary Ballinger would ar. 
rive in Seattle some time during the day 
and address the afternoon session. 

The majority of the resolutions com- 
mittee introduced the following resolu- 
tion: 


“We urge on states the enactment of 
jaws incorporating the principle that 
the waters belong to the people. We hold 
that this right of the people is inherent. 
We deny the right of the state or federal 
government to convey water by granting 
franchises for water purposes in per. 
petuity or without just compensation. 
We hold that all natural resources be. 
long primarily to the whole people and 
should not be alienated by municipal 
or national grants to individuals or cor- 
porations except for limited periods.” 


Mr. Hanford opposed this resolution, 
introducing a substitute, which was de- 
feated. He then prepared a minority 
report, embodying in it the following 
language: 

“This congress views with gratitude a 
liweral national policy, which encour. 
aged pioneers ~y giving lands, minerals, 


timber and water for actual and bene. |

If the rules - were 
changed we had no notification.”

“About 1 a. m. I was sitting with my 
receivers clapped to my ears, os just 
finished working with Operator Eccles 
on board the Ohio, when I was startled 
by hearing him call ‘C Q D, C Q D 
I immediately answered, and he sent the 
following message: ‘Ohio struck a rock— 
steamer sinking—send aid immediately 
or everybody will be lost.’

HOME-MADE MARSHMALLOWS. 


Or attention has been called by a 
manufacturer of gelatine to the fact that 
home-made marshmallows can be suc- 
cessfully made with gelatine. These 
marshmallows are very similar to the 
Turkish pastes made with gelatine. The 
recipe, which possesses the merit of sim- 
plicity, is as follows: 


Pour 10 tablespoonfuls of cold water ‘cleaner retails for $100. 


over % a package of gelatine. To 1 pint 
(2 cups) of granulated sugar add 10 
tablespoonfuls of cold water. Set over 
the fire and stir until the sugar is dis- 
solved, then let boil two or three min- 
utes; add the softened gelatine, stir until 
the gelatine is dissolved, then let coel; 
add % teaspoonful of vanilla extract and 
4 teaspoonful of almond extract, and, 
when the mixture begins to set, beat 
with an egg beater. Continue the beat- 
ing until the mixture is quite firm, but 
will settle to a smooth level. Turn into 
a pan, generously sprinkled with sifted 
powdered sugar. When cold and firm 
cut in squares and roll in sifted sugar.— 
The Boston Cooking School Magazine.

old parties in this country are, to say the 
least, risky.) Party issues change and wholly 
disappear, but the parties go on. Not that 
there is anything to prevent the complete dis- 
ruption of either or both the old ones at some tuture time, near or 
remote, for they are merely human institutions; but some nughty 
political upheaval is necessary to the change—such a_ political up- 
heaval, for example, as gave us the Republican party of today. 

The tariff will not do it, for the tariff is rapidly ceasing to be 
a party issue. One may be now for a high tariff, again for a low 
tariff, without turning one’s political coat. There are now some 
excellent Republicans who are also pronounced opponents of protec- 
tion; there are now some excellent Democrats who are also pro- 
nounced opponents of free trade. Better still, there are some excel- 
lent Republicans and some excellent Democrats now who regard the 
tariff as an economic question, refusing absolutely to view it in any 
other light. 

Senator La lollette is somewhat belated. I1e would retain the 
tariff in politics at a time when the best thinkers in the country 
are aiming and striving to lift it completely out of that domain. 
Before another presidential campaign comes around Congress should 
have made such further: provision for taritf law revision on a 
business basis simply—a good start in this direction having been 
made already—that there will be no more occasion for political dit- 
ferences over it than there is now for political differences over the 
monetary standard.

one phase of the labor problem is solving 

itself. Not only is there employment § for the East 
every man seeking it, but. owing to the rapid 

absorption of the surplus, wages are advanc- 

ing rapidly. The prosperity of the country and the abundance of 
work, with so few men to do it, is stated by the manager to be the 
cause of the advance. He tells of having an order for twenty-five 
men with only two or three on hand. [ven those who do not come 
under the “able-bodied” classification can find ready employment. 

New York city is not the last, but conditions there may be 
accepted as tairly representative of conditions 1n all the other Atlantic 
State cities, at least so far as unskilled labor 1s concerned. In 
the West, of course, another phase of the problem presents 
itself, and one not likely to be solved satistactorily while 
the present good times continue. There the trouble has not been to 
find work for the laborer, but to find laborers for the work. I.ven 
the release of the thousands of harvest hands attracted thitherward 
by Iigh wages will not reheve the strain im the great industrial 
centers. 

Here and there attempts have been made to show that the 
stories of prosperity and the demand for workmen have been exag- 
gerated. It must be admitted that a considerable amount of skilled 
labor is even now seeking employment. But, the general demand for 
labor of all classes is good and is increasing, despite reports to the 
contrary. The attempts to discredit the prosperity wave of late 
have become feeble and far between. They will cease altogether 
when those in other cities who are qualified to speak will apply to 
their own localities the statement of the manager of the National 
Employment Exchange, as they might do even now—‘No able- 
bodied man in New York need go idle if he wants work—there’s 
plenty of it.” This, of course, in large measure applies to artizans 
and unskilled laborers.

| Greeks than to the occupation of Egypt by 
In Egypt England. His answer was _ instructive. 
England, he said, “* is an old friend and 
ally of Turkey in whom we have full con- 
fidence, whereas the secession of Crete to 
Greece would strengthen a neighboring state at our expense. [ng- 
land maintains and honors the Ottoman flag throughout the country, 
issues an Egyptian postage stamp, and administers justice in the 
name of the Khedive, the Sultan’s representative. Crete hoists the 
Greek flag, uses Hellenic postage stamps and administers justice 
in-the name of King George.” 

The significance of this statement does not lie in Young ‘Turk 
acquiescence in the British occupation but in the disclosure that 
as in Crete so in Egypt it is all a matter of prestige, a question of 
flag, not of actiial possession. This makes Young Turkey and 
England partners in the valley of the Nile, and this practically is 
a novel view of Egypt's status, whatever may have been or may 
be the accepted theoretical view. It does not in the least concern 
itself with the parliamentary aspirations of the Egyptians, although 
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it had seemed that the reception given at Constantinople to the 
Nationalist deputation on the occasion of the recent fetes would 
notably improve the outlook for the constitutionalists of Egypt. 

Krom the parallel drawn between Crete and I:gypt, it follows 
that if in the opinion of the Young Turks the loss of the first 
would be a serious blow to their rule, the loss of the last would 
overthrow it altogether. It is therefore conceivable that events 
that are tending to move swiftly in Egypt may place England in 
the position of arbiter of the Young Turk rule. That England's 
influence is once more gaining the upper hand in Constantinople 1s 
evident from the fall of Ierid Pasha, the ardent friend of Ger- 
many, and the appointment in his place of Talaat Bey, the head ot 
the Ottoman parliamentary deputation that recently visited Parts 
and London in token of Young Turk gratitude. Mahmoud Shev- 
ket Pasha is no longer in the foreground and General von der 
Goltz Pasha himself appears desirous of shortening his stay im 
Turkey to take up the reorganization of the army after retiring 
from the German army in two more years. 

There are signs that the Dardanelles will be opened to Russia 
in the not distant future, and this will be simply the lagical ex- 
tension of the triple entente to the Mediterranean, the counter- 
move to Austria's dreadnought program. Turkey's consent 1s pos- 
sible only on the basis of a guarantee by Great Britain, and such 
a guarantee will not only bring Turkey within the scope of the 
consolidated triple entente, but will finally seal the Anglo- Turkish 
partnership, in I ‘ByP! and in the entire Moslem world.

Tk PROBLEM confronting commercial inter- 
ests Just now is not how to encourage pros- 
perity, but rather how to take care of the 
business already in hand. It is no longer 
necessary to cut prices or make other special 
ixlucements to invite trade but .a very serious 
question now is how to provide for the enor- 
mous business expansion that already has 
taken place and that which 1s yet to follow. 
The iron and steel mills, according to the 
trade organs, notwithstanding the tremendous production that has 
been in progress for some time past, are having great difficulty in 
making deliveries as promptly as customers require. The mills 
generally are operating nearly to capacity, notwithstanding the tact 
that comparatively little work has been done in rail making. When 
the railroads place their orders tor this line of materials, as they are 
expected to do on a large scale before long, the mills will have more 
than they can do. 

Although the railroads are better equipped for handling traftic 
of all kinds than they ever have been before, the prediction is now 
frequently heard that with the unprecedented tonnage that the crops 
will bring them during the next few months, together with the 
increased movement in freight of all kinds, due to the general ex- 
pansion in business, a severe car shortage is inevitable. The railroad 
equipment companies are busy with hurry-up orders, but it 1s said 
that even with all of them working to full capacity it is doubtful 
it the railroads will be able to take care of the traffic when the grain 
movement is once under full headway. When one stops to realize 
that our crops this vear will be worth about $8,481,000,000, as at 
present estimated, comprising the largest total yield in the history of 
the country, and when it is understood that business of all kinds at 
present is going forward by leaps and bounds, it may be seen that 
public service corporations and other large interests have an impor- 
tant problem awaiting solution.

THe committee of the American Bar Associ- 
ation, appointed two years ago to consider 
the matter of unnecessary costs and delays 
in litigation, has submitted a report in which, 
among other things, it recommends a radical 
change in the organization of state courts. 
The whole judicial power of each state, at 
least for civil causes, it says, should be vested 
i one great court, of which all tribunals 
should be branches, departments or divisions. 
The business of this court should be so thoroughly systematized as to 
avoid waste of time and the expense now so common as a result 
of the duplication of papers, records and the like. 

It is recommended further that this court have three chief 
branches—county courts, imecluding municipal courts, a superior 
court of first instance, and an ultimate court of appeal. All judges, 
so the report runs, should be judges of the whole court, but eligible 
and liable to sit in any other branch when called on to do so. Super- 
vision of the business administration of the whole court, it is advised. 
should be conimitted to some high ofticial of the court, who would 
be responsible for failure to utilize the judicial power of the state 
effectively. 

Such a change cannot be made, of course, until the matter shal] 
be thoroughly discussed, not only among lawyers, but among legis- 
lators. The recommendation seems to be in response to the popul: ir 
demand for reforms in court procedure that will make for the elim- 
ination of one of the greatest annoyances of the centuries, the 
law's delay. 

To the laviman it has long seemed that there must be some Wav 

1 which legal procedure could be safely simplihed, but the legal 
srotenin speaking generally, have been conservative. and until 
within the last few years, immovable in their adhesion to established 
usage.

So entirely dependent on mere geographical advantages 
was Cape Town until ten years ago that the imperial government 
had to guarantee its virtual mon opoly of communication with Eng- 
land by preventing the construction of a railroad from a suitable 
port of the west coast to the interior. This is the reason why Wal- 
fisch bay, the only passable harbor on the southwest coast, was never 
ceded to Germany, which had occupied the surrounding territory. 

The depression that followed the conclusion of peace in South 
Africa is slowly lifting and the South African Umion is fully ex- 
pected to give a strong and growing impetus all around. Cape Town, 
like all the rest, will benefit from this revival, even though its impor- 
tance as a metropolis is much diminished. The city and its surround- 
ings will be placed on a footing of independent progress, and it is 
for this reason that the discovery of coal is of the utmost importance. 
It is believed, for instance, that it may divert the growing freight 
traffic between Europe and Australia from the Suez canal to the 
Cape route, and make Cape Town a great coaling station in prefer- 
ence to Aden. 

Whatever the outcome, it is inconceivable that a rare work of 
peace like the South African Union should bring anything but 
progress and prosperity to every one of its members, and notably 
to the beautiftil, mother city of the new nation, the city of the cape 
which first saw the dawn of the modern era.

GROWING FAST, SAYS 
CHICAGO ENGINEER 


Official in the Government 
Reclamation Bureau Tells 
of Thousands of Applica- 
tions for Land.

CHICAGO—Edmund T. Perkins, en- 


gineer in charge of the reclamation bu- 
reau here, says, regarding the great de- 
mand for farms: “Our office is besieged 
by applicants for information as to how 
the government

“During the months of June and July 
we had 3587 ‘such applications in person, 
not to mention the many thousands that 
came by mail. Most of the applicants 
are men of some education, who want to 
vet away from the city, not because they 
dislike the city, but because they want 
room for their children.” 

When questioned about the cheapness 
of the government lands, Mr. Perkins re- 
ferred to the following by A. D. Camp- 
bell, commissioner of immigration, of 
Wisconsin: 


“The question of cheap land depends | 


elements as (1) productive- 
ness and markets, including transporta- 
tion, (2) environments, including schools, 
churches, etc., (3) natural desirability. 

“Productiveness doesn’t necessarily 
mean merely bushels and tons.

‘. English Dry Goods Firms 
-Run 


Places Where Clerks 
Are Kept and Are Subject 
to Strict Rules. 


In all English department stores lodges 
are maintained where the employces are 
boarded by the week. For instance, 
when a salesman is worth $10 a week 
the firm gives him $5 in board and $5 
in cash. He is compelled to sleep in the 
“lodge” near the store, whether he has 
a home or not, and only the married 
floor-walkers are allowed to live away 
from the place of business. 

In another part of the neighborhood 
there is a lodge for the women where 
they live in perfect comfort. Say a 
salesgirl is worth $2 per week, $1.50 of 
this is paid to her in board and lodging 
and the other 50 cents is paid at the 
first of every month. She must report 
to a woman or matron in charge of the 
lodge, and her hours must be kept 
strictly. 

Clerks living in the lodges of their firm 
must be in each night by 11 o’clock. If 
they desire to go home for the night they 
are permitted to do so only after secur- 
ing a written permit from the master 
of the house. They sleep, eat and spend 
most of their time in this lodge, and |

-ception of the weavers, have been uneasy 
for some time, and there has been strong 
sentiment in favor of a strike early next 
month should the raise in wages be re- 
fused. The weavers have not requested 
an advance and refused to cooperate with 
the other mill hands in the general move- 
ment here. For some years they have 
insisted on a standard price for weav- 
ing, without which, they claimed, an ad- 
vance would have little beneficial effect. 

Otis N. Pierce, president of the Manu- 
facturers Association, declined to make 
any statement except to say the mill 
owners were not in a position to make 
any advance now. He would not deny, 
however, that concessions would be made. 

It is understood that the manufac- 
turers have had a meeting and have 
sent a reply to the formal demand of 
the textile council, and that, as is cus- 
tomary, the mill treasurers will not 
make any public statement until after 
the letter has been acknowledged by 
the secretary of the council.
